and  more  than  life.’*  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  in  bis  memo¬ 
rial,  regrets  that  he  was  no  better  prepared  for  his 
charges  i  and  yet  he  asked  that  this  House,  before  whom 
the  oliargcB  were  brought,  should  decide  at  once. 
With  regard  to  the  private  grievaiu^s  between  tlie 
Doctor  and  himself :  five  years  ago  they  had  a  misun- 
derstanding  about  a  contract.  He  thought  the  Doc¬ 
tor  had  viMatcd  it,  and  ho  told  him  so.  But  tlierc  were 
other  causes  existiug ;  there  were  differences  of  opinion 
on  religiquB  aul^cts.  The  Dr.  had  introduced  into 
the  ehapcl  of  bis  school,  lighted  candles,  placed  on  tlie 
akaf,  and  had  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  of  the  Protest¬ 
ant  Episcopal  Church  translated  into  Latin  and  sung 
by  the  pupils,  after  the  manner  of  tlie  Romish  Church. 
With  respect  to  these  things,  bo  (Dr.  H.)  had  spoken, 
and  did  say  they  ought  to  be  excluded,  as  injurious  in 
a  Christian  scliool,  intended  for  Protestant  pupils.  His 
remarks  had  probably  reached  the  ears  of  parents, 
and  thus  the  cars  of  Dr.  M.  And  this  waa  probably  a 
cause  of  feeling.  As  lo  the  fact  of  both  having  large 
schools  in  Flushing — no  injury  could  arise  from  that 
fact.  Both  were  full ;  and  he  believed  there  was 
room  for  both.  In  alluding  to  the  “  Narrative  of 
Transactions  at  St.  Thomas’  Hall,”  to  which  there 
was  no  name — he  said  he  thought  it  was  in  the 
hand-writing  of  Mr.  Van  Bokkelin,  a  Preceptor  at  Dr. 
Muhlenbsrg’s  school.  It  contained  much  that  lie  (Dr- 
H.)  never  knew,  together  w'ith  some  facta  misunder¬ 
stood  probably,  but  misrepresented.  Ou  the  charge 
respecting  capitalists,  tliey  came  to  him  early  in  the

charges  about  notes,  no  note  of  hit  up  to  the  time  oT 
hU  failure — lie  wished  to  be  understood,  up  to  the 
time  of  his  failure — had  ever  been  protested,  and  during 
the  whole  period  embraced  in  the  business,  8140,0(W 
or  $150,000  had  passed  through  his  hands.  If  asked, 
“where  is  the  capital  expended — how?”  I  answer, 

“  Look  at  St.  Thomas’  Hall.  There  it  is.  I  left 
it  pennyless.” 

The  Rev.  Dr.  went  into  a  history  of  tlic  institu¬ 
tion,  and  every  charge  against  him  w  as  rebutted  by 
the  qv'idetxcc  of  his  assignees,  and  others.  He  con¬ 
clusively  show  ed  that  no  extravagance  had  been  coiii- 
tnitted  in  the  management  of  the  institution ;  no 
buildings  were  erected  that  did  not  apticur  demaiitled 
by  the  large  number  of  popils  asking  admission.  I'he 
cost  of  tlic  chapel  was  included  in  the  first  C4Mitraet ; 
the  organ  and  the  fitting  up  of  tlie  cliapel  cost  $800  ; 
the  gass-werk  waa  fitted  up  becauae  it  was  cheaper 
than  oil,  the  hill  for  which  amounted  to  one  thousand 
dollars  lor  a  single  year,  in  additicxi  to  the  lamps. 
The  charge  of  extravagance  in  furnkiui'  k  contradict¬ 
ed  by  the  certificates  of  his  assignees.  He  liad  a 
small  printing-press  and  font  of  type,  which  were  at 
first  used  hv  the  pupils  os  a  means  exercise  in  com- 
^jiosUiqa;  a^rwards  a  paper  waa  estahlislied  and  edit¬ 
ed  by  him.  This  paper  paid  fee  itaelf,  and  was  no 
expemse  to  the  editor  and  profirictor.  Dr.  H.  de¬ 
nied  the  change  of  liaviug  liacl  any  thing  to  do 
with  a  stagv-ooach..  He  admiUed  having  been  Rec- 
tO^  of  St.  Tliofuas*  (/hurcb,  and  adverted  to  it  as 
the  most  happy  part  of  hia  life.  'I'be  last  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  buildings  were  feund  necseasary  on 
account  of  the  increase  of  the  applications  for  en¬ 
trance,  and  were  resolved  on  at  the  advice  of  all  hk 
teachers  except  one.  'Hie  charge  of  neglecting  the 
school  waa  contradicted  by  the  evidence  of  hia  book¬ 
keeper.  The  lectures  were  delivered  at  New  Y ork  dur¬ 
ing  vacation,  and  ot'  course  his  absence  could  be  of  no 
disadvantage  to  the  intcrcata  of  tlie  school.  In  relatiiHi 
to  tho  charge  of  building  a  theatre,  he  said  his  opia- 
tons  in  regard  to  theatrical  exhibitions  were  known  to 
all  w'ho  knc'w  him,  and  he  must  say  he  thought  tlie 
charge  rather  small.  The  teacher  of  elocution  desir¬ 
ed  to  have  a  room  for  the  use  of  his  class,  and  a  vacant 
apartment  was  fitted  up  for  his  use.  A  painted  mus¬ 
lin  screen  was  placed  at  the  end  of  the  room,  to  make 
it  appear  larger  than  it  really  was.  The  fitting  up  of 
this  room  rest  “  $30,  and  it  was  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Declamation.room.”  At  the  time  the  loan  of 
911,000  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Strong,  he  did  promise 
to  pay  Mr.  Quarterman  a  portion  of  his  claim,  but  waa 
prevented  by  unforeseen  circumstances  which  he  had 
explained  to  that  person.  The-  charge  of  abandoning  the 
children  without  any  notice  to  their  parents,  and  with¬ 
out  makirig  any  arriuigements  to  enable  them  to  reach 
their  lioRies,he  denied  in  the  strongest  possible  language. 
Notice  was  given  to  tlie  parents,  and  every  possible 
care  was  taken  that  they  should  reach  their  homes  in 
safety.  The  most  of  them  belonged  to  New  York, 
whither  they  were  conveyed  by  the  ste  ward  of  the  iiisti- 
tution.  Some  stayed  at  the  Hall  for  several  days,  and 
six  persons  were  leff  in  charge  of  the  children  when 
ho  left  Flushing.  [Here  Dr.  H.  read  several  certifi¬ 
cates  testifying  to  the  fatherly  care  and  kindness  with 
which  the  efaudren  under  hia  care  liad  been  treated.] 
He  slated  that  two  days  before  the  failure  he  had  no 
Idea  of  the  necessity  wliich  would  so  soou  exist  fat  the 
breaking  up  of  the  institution,

had,  as  he  cooceived  it  his  duty  to  do,  Iktened 
with  circumspectioa,  and  had  yielded  hk  con¬ 
viction,  point  after  point,  until  at  length,  he  had 
brought  hk  mind  to  that  state  when  every  re¬ 
maining  doubt  was  removeil,  and  he  could 
now  put  hk  hand  to  any  document  in  belialf  of 
his  Rev.  friend  from  Miasi.s»ippi  with  the  greatest 
cordiality  and  affection.  He  held  that  the  Itev. 
gentleman,  was  now,  in  the  view  of  his  clericoil 
brethren  upon  this  floor,  fully,  finaJly,  and  suffi¬ 
ciently  exculpated  from  the  accusations  alleged 
against  him. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Strong  remarked  that  he  Inul 
come  here  determined  to  resist  the  confirmation 
of  Dr.  Hawks,  but  hk  triumphant  statement  had 


character  fi.r  Uulk,  hcocs^  of  purpose  and  piety,  bad 
never  been  questioned.  He  therefi^c  much  rcgietted 
some  remarks  which  had  fklleu  from  Dr.  Hawks  in 
rciatioD  to  him ;  and  be  protested  against  the  attempt 
to  bespeak  Uie  prejudices  of  a  certain  portion  of  tlie 
House,  who  thought  on  particular  sabjecta  with  Dr. 
H.  He  objected  to  that  part  of  his  statement  which 
referred  to  the  novelties  of  doctrine  and  the  manner  of 
conducting  worship  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Paul'sCollege. 
Aa  to  the  use  of  lighted  candles  on  the  altar,  lie  did  not 
believe  they  had  ever  been  used  in  the  day  time.  He 
could  not  but  express  hia  surprise  at  thk  allegation, 
especially  when  there  were  persona  present  here  who 
had  seen  equal  novelties  in  tlie  C^pel  of  St.  'i'hoinaa’ 
IlalL  Dr.  M.  then  apoke  of  the  interior  of  Dr.  Hawks’ 
Chapel — its  ehanoel,  a  uiassivc  altar  in  tiie  centre — 
on  cnc  side  a  music  btand  or  Icclnm,  on  the  other  a 
Gothic  bronze  candlestick  with  aeven  branches.  He 
bad  seen  this  and  remarked  to  Dr.  Hawks  that  it 
looked  like  Popery,  and  should  not  be  introduced  there, 
when  the  Dr.  replied  that  it  had  been  presented  by  a 
lady,  and  he  did  not  care  for  any  Popish  sentiment  at- 
tri^ted  to  it  The  gentleman  frem  Pennsylvania  (Dr. 
Tyng)  had  referred  the  other  day  to  ambitions  minis¬ 
ters  who  employed  little  boys  to  assist  in  the  service  of 
tlie  Church.  How  was  it  with  the  Rector  of  St 
Tliomas’  Hall  7  There  was  a  ehoir  and  splendid  organ, 
and  a  gallery  at  the  back  ;  the  little  boys,  the  choris- 
ters,  went  into  a  veatry-room,  each  took  down  hk  white 
surplice  from  a  peg,  and  ton  or  twelve  or  fifteen  entered 
tlie  choir  and  chanted  the  services  of  the  Church. 
'Fhk  was  the  only  instance  of  the  use  of  the  surplice 
in  Uiu  way,  he  had  ever  known.  And  now,  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  disclaimer  of  Dr.  Hawks  respecting  his 
saying  any  tiling  about  Dr.  Muhleiibt-rg’s  breaking  up 
his  establishment  and  going  to  Europe  :  when  a  gen¬ 
tleman  was  iu  the  habit  of  expressing  himself  rashly 
lie  ought  to  hare  a  l)etler  memory.  He  (Dr.  M.)  heard 
him  say,  after  the  interview  with  Mr.  Gill,  that  St. 
Paul’s  was  to  be  broken  up,  and  that  Dr.  Muhlenberg 
was  going  to  Engisnd  to  withdraw  in  a  gentlemanly 
manner;  that  it  would  still  be  continued  as  an  humble 
preparatory  school,  under  Mr.  Van  Bokklien,  and  that 
40  or  50  of  the  acholara  would  join  St.  Thomas’  Hall. 
He  waa  priding  hiinaelf  on  the  nppmtuiiity  of  filling 
his  school  on  the  desolation  uf  St.  Paul's,  in  such  a 
manner  that  he  (Dr.  M.)  waa  shocked  and  horrified. 
Dr.  M.  next  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  testimonials 
they  were  to  aign,  to  go  up  to  the  House  of

Huntington,  of  Conn.,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Harvey,  of 
N.  11.,  had  hstn  placed  by  the  Rev.  Chairman  on  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  to  fill  vacancies  occasioned  by 
absentees  who  were  not  nauied. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops, 
informing  of  th*  passage  of  a  Canon — “  Of  the  effect 
of  suspension  from  the  Ministry,  and  from  Jurisdic¬ 
tion” — which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

'rhe  Hon.  Judge  Berrien,  of  Geo.,  then  moved  that 
the  House  pirocetxl  to  the  consideration  of  the  un¬ 
finished  business  of  Friday,  being  tho  following  reso¬ 
lution  ofimed  by  that  gentleman : 

Resolved,  That  the  answer  uiaile  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  L.  Hawks,  to  the  charges  brought  again:*!  him 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg  and  Mr.  Quarterman  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  full,  ample  and  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

'The  Hon.  Judge  Chambers  remarked,  that  he  fell 
himself  couipelled,  by  the  course  which  these  procood- 
ings  had  taken,  toatte:npt  the  discharge  of  a  necessary 
I  duty.  All  other  business,  even  the  presentation  of 
Reports,  were  cxcludec'  by  two  engrossing  questions. 
He  prate ited  against  being  thus  prohibit^  firnin  the 
current  business  of  the  House ;  and  lie  offered  a  mo¬ 
tion  That  the  subjects  bo  postponed  until  some  definite 
time,  say  1 S  o'clock,  to  tt  ke  up  morning  business. 

The  Hon.  Judge  Berri&i  trusted  tlic  House  would 
refuse  to  postpone  the  queistion  now,  when  the  nature 
of  the  question  involved  in  the  motion  was  considered. 
He  expected  a  refusal  from  the  natural  lore  of  justice, 
and  tlis  Christian  feeling  of  the  House.  The  unfinished 
business  of  ye.;terday,  did  net  relate  merely  to  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  general  principle,  but  to  one  which  directly  in- 
volved  uie  character,  and  the  hitherto  unblemished  re¬ 
putation  of  a  Minister  of  this  Oiurcb.  Every  feeling 
of  justice,  as  between  man  and  man — every  feeling  of 
high  and  solemn  duties  as  Christians,  demanded  that 
the  House  sliould  no  longer  liiJd  in  agony  and  torture 
the  individual  ojnnected  with  and  directfe  inTolT<?d  in 
tiie  un/misbed  business  of  the  Hours.  If  the  object  was 
indcfiuitely  lo  protract  the  consideration  of  these  alle¬ 
gations,  he  appealed  to  the  Christian  justice  of  the 
House  to  decide  the  question  at  once,  and  put  that  body 
at  peace.  He  prayed  them  by  their  regard  to  every 
principle  of  juaticc,  no  Utnger  to  delay  action.  He  be- 
lioved  the  siibject,  if  taken  up,  could  be  placed  in  such 
a  light,  as  to  sllsy  all  difficulties. 

The  Hon.  Judge  Chambers  said  his  object  wSs  sim- 
ply  to  get  the  Rules  of  Order  read  and  acted  np*»n  ; 
but,  if  it  was  the  will  of  the  House,  be  would  with<iraw 
his  objectioM.  While  he  was  op,  however— still  with  *

I  actuated  him  yta«tcrday,  in  sorrow,  not  in  indigiiation 
The  first  charge  against  him  (Dr.  II.)  was  that  he  was 


unfriendly  to  Dr.  MuhUmberg,  and  he  was  occvtmd  of!  r,.sortod  to— fraud  had  biton  chargeil.  But  what 


having  an  evil  tongoe,and  yet  he  merely  stated  tlu'se 
grievances  which  had  been  spoken  of  by  tliem  for  som** 
years.  He  bod  never  attempted  to  insinuate  that  Dr. 
Muhlenberg  was  not  an  boniest  man  ;  lie  coincided  with 
all  Dr.  Mead  hod  said  of  him  ;  but  if  he  (Dr.  11.)  had 
listened  to  idle  words  of  this  charmeter  wliich  had 
been  brought  conceniing  Dr.  Muhlenberg  to  him,  and 
if  lie  hud  written  them  all  down,  he  should  have  had 
his  hands  full ;  but  he  frowned  such  idle  chargoe  down, 
as  he  thought  was  his  duty.  With  regard  to  the  de. 
scription  of  his  own  Chapel — it  was  comfortable ;  and 
those  who  had  lu'ard  the  story  of  its  (rlraractiT,  and  at 
the  same  time  knew  his  disposition  and  feelings  os  to 
adherence  to  all  tho  forms  of  the  primitive  Church, 
must  have  laughed  outright  at  the  introduction  of  its 
splendid  (rotliic  style — it  coat  only  91000 — at  its  mar- 
■ive  altar,  and  his  brazen  candlestick  !  The  massive 
altar  was  s  plain  table-constructed  so,  beesnse  doubts 
had  been  entertained  whetlur  the  eoiiimuniou  table 
should  be  called  an  ahar.  Dr.  If.  then  guves  particular 
description  of  tlieChop**! — it  was  50  by  30  feet,  wiUi  a 
chancel,  a  reading  desk,  which  Dr.  Mead  lias  called  a 
lectuin,  and  s  moveable  pulpit,  so  made  to  economise 
room,  for  two  hundred  persons  were  to  lie  actxim. 
modated ;  at  its  extremity  was  a  raised  platform 
for  Uie  organ,  and  the  space  under  this  was  for 
a  vestry  room.  The  candlestick  was  a  common 
piece  of  parlor  fiirniture  with  thr*?e  tiers  of  light, 
obtained  bttoausc  it  was  cheap,  and  gave  a  <*on- 
centrated  light  for  night  service.  He  had  no  idea  of 
a  “  bronze  candlestick,  with  eleven  branelies,”  or  any 
other  mummery,  aa  Dr.  Mead  had  intimated;  wlien 
the  tiling  were  sold  at  auction,  it  was,  he  believed, 
bought  tor,  and  went  into,  a  private  parlor.  But  Dr. 
Mead  had  expressed  his  astonishment  at  the  boys  of 
the  choir,  drcsticd  in  surplices !  Music  waa  taught  at 
the  Hall,  on  socount  of  its  moral  influenei's.  He  lisd 
trained  a  choir  of  hoys,  who  often  went  to  the  city  of 
New  York  at  the  request  of  the  congregation,  who 
were  pleased  to  hear  the  litUe  creatures,  and  expressed 
surprise  that  they  had  been  so  thoroughly  taught.  It 
was  true  that  these  lioys  had  their  white  surplices, 
after  the  manner  of  the  singing  boys  in  the  Church  of 
England,  and  especially  nf  all  the  Cathedral  Churclica. 
They  wore  these  surplices,  with  Idark  ribnuds,  for  the 
sake  of  uniformity;  and  he  took  grest  pride  and  de¬ 
light  in  them.  He  had  another  motive  for  adopting 
them — as  children,  they  were  frequently  at  play  wlicn 
the  ben  rang  to  sunniion  them  iroin  Uae  play  ground  to 
the  Chsfil — their  minds  full  and  intent  on  Uieir  eportr, 
and  be  wished  to  impress  upon  them  that  they  had 
another  and  a  holy  duty  to  perform  in  Uic  House  of 
(rod ;  so  each  put  on  their  white  sqrplicc,  and  went  up 
into  the  choir  and  song  the  anthems  of  our  Cburcli, 
dreiKcd  exactly  as  is  the  custom  of  our  mother 
Church.  These  arc  the  fuels,  and  yet  it  was  intimated 
that  he  intended  to  adopt  usages  foreign  to  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Church.  Who  that  knew  him  would 
accuse  him  of  a  desire  to  alter  the  time-honored  (Cus¬ 
toms  of  the  IThurch  f  He  who  since  the  first  recent  at¬ 
tempts  at  innovations,  so  studiously  opposed  them  ! 
who  was  for  adhering  to  old  things,a3  they  weir, even 
to  the  cut  of  a  pair  of  bands  and  the  shape  of  s  sur- 
plico.  Dr  Hawks  said  there  were  present  many  who 
had  seen  his  Chapel.  Dr.  Milnor,  Dr.  Aitthoa  and 
others,  could  say  whether  there  was  any  departure 
from  the  usages  of  the  Church.  He  hnd  made  it  decent 


was  done  when  tliese  institution.^  failed  !  Were 
their  projectors  accused !  Their  history  was  hut 
the  repetition  of  Iho  story  in  his  own  case,  l^et 
him  not  be  singled  out  then  as  improvident,  un- 
Bcrupnlous,  unwise,  and  all  the  otliers  go  unscath¬ 
ed.  It  was  well  known  to  many,  that  but  for  Dr. 
Muhlenberg’s  private  fortune  and  the  assistance 
of  friends,  he  would  have  been  oblig*><l  to  stop  St. 
Paul’s  CJoIlege.  But  the  question  was  now  ahme 
“  am  I,  or  am  I  not  an  honest  min.”  Ho  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  aspiring  to  the  R]SHCopnte  of  Mississippi. 
After  what  he  had  read  yestcnlay  of  his  election 
and  the  testimony  of  the  ilelegates  from  that  Htate, 
now  prefent  on  thk  floor,  he  neeil  hardly  repent 
that  he  did  not  seek  the  Epkropit*?  of  Mississippi. 
If,  with  a  good  con>-cience,  he  coi.hl  have  t*aid  no, 
he  would  have  done  f-o,  and  why  !  It  present***!  a 
prospect  of  nothing  but  the  severe-t  toil  in  build¬ 
ing  up  the  Chinch  there.  A  la? go  {xirtion  of  the 
country  was  new  and  ho  v%oiild  have  to  endure 
great  privations  in  estobikhing  the  Church  there. 
He  did  not  want  the  Episcopate,  but  he  thought 
hwsaw  a  field  ripe  fora  golden  harvest  an<i  that  the 
diocese  could  be  made  of  the  western  «lioceses 
second  to  none  kit  Ghia  Episcopal  ian.s  w’ere 
flocking  into  it  from  tho  eastern  Stales,  of 
wealth  ami  intelligence,  and  scafleriiig  themselves 
as  it  w’ere  broad-cast  over  the  laml.  Even  with 
hut  the  provisional  care  which  the  good  Bisliop  of 
Tennessee  could  bestow,  it  al  ready  had  seventeen 
clergymen  and  as  many  organized  parkhes. 
After  the  Bishopric  had  bwn  tendered  him,  in  the 
fear  of  God  he  took  it ;  but  not  because  he  was 
ambitirsis  or  wanted  it  Had  he  so  aspired,  he 
Could  have  lieen  elect*?d  to  anotltor  diocese  long 
ago.  But  if  he  hnd  dreamed  of  such  a  scene  as 
this,  God  knew  that  he  never  would  have  accepted 
of  it !  If  the  path  to  the  llowm  of  Bkhopj  was  to 
be  through  such  a  fiery  ordeal,  few,  very  few, 
would  dare  to  attempt  its  passage.  Ten  thousand 
mitres  were  no  r*»compeTise  for  agony  sitch  as  he 
liad  endured.  Itot  the  House  do  as  they  might  in 
reference  to  the  Episcopate  of  .Mississippi — it  stood 
with  him  htit  an  dust  in  the  balance.  It  was  not  that 
he  wanted  the  Bishopric,  but  he  desired  the  ver¬ 
dict  of  the  House — the  jury  which  had  tried  him 
on  the  direct  charge  ^  lieing  a  dishonest  man. 
Was  he  sot  Both  his  accusers  here.  Dr.  Miihlen- 
lierg  and  Mr.  Quarterman,  liod  distinctly  stated 
that  they  justly  believed  he  never  meant  to  do 
wyong.  If  the  House  had  passed  the  simple  reso¬ 
lution  offered  last  night,  that  they  believed  the 
charges  femnded  in  error — lie  should  have 
been  satisfied!  He  was  pained  nt  the  dis¬ 
tinct  allegation  of  his  brother  (Dr.  Mead) — 
an  allegation  coupled  with  the  warmest  feelings 
of  attachment.  But  he  h  id  entered  his  Eolemn 
asseveration  anti  protect  against  signing  his  testimo¬ 
nials  on  grounds  which,  if  they  were  true,  made 
him  an  umleserving  wretch,  unworthy  the  confi¬ 
dence  oT  tlie  Convention.  But,  if  every  brother 
blest  with  a  worm  and  ardent  temperament — and 
he  considered  it  a  bleshing—should  be  subjected  to 


tion  of  the  Bishop-elect  of  Mississippi.  He  en¬ 
forced  Ilk  views  with  some  strong  remarks,  urg¬ 
ing  tliat  from  the  character  of  the  gentleman,  and 
the  nature  of  the  case,  no  profit  could  come  from 
a  public  discussion. 

A  gimtiemnn  from  V^ermont  rnee,  (whose  name 
we  conld  not  learn)  and  secooile*!  the  uxitioii. 

The  Hon.  Judge  B-'?rrien  rose,  he  said,  with  the 
view  of  re-calling  the  Hoii.to  to  the  true  state  of 
the  question  before  it.  Living  in  a  land  of  Chris¬ 
tian  principles  and  Con.^titutional  liberty — where 
private  reputation  and  (leisonal  character  had 
sai'redness  in  the  eyes  of  the  people — what 
had  they  been  doing  !  The  rcsoluthjii  proposed 
not  tliat  the  Bishop-elect  of  Mississippi  should  be 
consecrated,  but  set  forth  that  his  answer  to  cer¬ 
tain  charges  had  been  full,  ample  and  satisfactory. 
Thk  was  all  the  ri'soliition  contemplated.  He 
argued  against  the  reference  to  a  Committee,  as 
no  (Committee  could  instruct  tl»e  judgments  of 
the  House.  Whatever  cemrw*  rniglit  be  pursued 
or  be  renderivl  nec<»sR.'iry  on  this  occasion,  when 
an  nttenipt  was  made  to  injure  sacre*!  rights, 
he  could  not  sA'erve  from  the  duty  which 
tlod  had  iinpo.-i*‘d  0:1  him,  of  vindicating  a  man 
causelessly  wronL’'fid,  whatever  might  be  the  sa¬ 
crifice  ol  individual  feeling.  When  persons 
placed  Uieiiiselves  bel«>re  Uik  boJy  in  the  light  of 
accusers,  ami  their  cliarges  were  fully  met,  we 
exhibiteil  forbearance,  wlieii  we  merely  asked  a 
judgment  on  the  suffickney  of  the  answer.  If 
we  wore  to  bo  encountered  witlf  new  and  succes¬ 
sive  cliarges — if  Uiey  were  to  be  turned  over  to 
a  (Committee  in  the  character  of  an  inquisition,  to 
see  if  there  w'ere  additional  let  or  hindrance — 
if  the  secret  history  of  a  man’s  heart  was  to  be 
reviewetl — if  the  sanctity  of  home  was  to  be  in¬ 
vaded — if  private  and  confidential  conversations 
Is'iween  a  man  and  his  friends,  was  to  be  sprung 
upon  him — he  cared  not  what  the  motive,  the  in¬ 
justice  is  the  some,  w'hatever  it  w’as — if  this 
course  was  to  be  f>ursu*?d,  in  God’s  name,  where 
were  they  ?  Were  they  in  a  Christian  land — 
in  a  laml  of  Coii»titiitioual  liberty, — where  cha¬ 
racter  was  regarded,  and  where  men  were 
disposed  to  preserve  tliose  safeguards  which  the 
common  consent  of  all  mankind,  has  thrown 
around  individual  character  ?  Discussion  could 
only  awaken  feelings  unfriendly  to  the  ascertain¬ 
ment  of  truth,  and  lie  was  therefore  willing  in 
his  resolution  to  strike  out  the  names  of  the  per¬ 
sons  making  the  charges.  He  trusted  as  an  act 
of  justice  one  resolution  would  be  disposed  of  first. 
Cries  from  various  parts  of  the  House  of  “  ques¬ 
tion,”  “question.” 

Th*}  Rev.  .Mr.  Atkinson  was  anxious  that  the 
<pie£tion  should,  as  well  for  Dr.  Hawks’  sake  as 
that  of  the  Church,  be  settled  ;  but  the  House 
did  not  sit  there  as  such  a  tribunal  as  the  Hon. 
^ntleman  from  Georgia  was  in  the  habit  of  ad¬ 
dressing;  they  did  not  ait  there  as  a  jury.  They 
were  to  say  whether  Dr.  Hawks  was  fit  for  a 
Bishop.  He  could  not  prononnee  upon  that  ques¬ 
tion  until  the  testiniony  had  been  sifted.  Two 
doctors  of  dirinit/.were  at  issne.  The  question 
ought  to  be  satirfactorily  settled  ;  and  it  would 
be  best  Fettled  by  the  intervention  of  a  committee. 
Shall  wc  investigate  these  charges — injuriously 
and  injudiciously  investigate  them — before  the 
whole  Ilouse,  and  a  large  audience,  when  the 
whole  might  be  heard  before  a  tmall  Committee ! 

The  Hon.  Judge  Berrien  expressed  his  hope 
that  the  Reverend  gentleman  fron  Maryland 


stupid  and  inattentive,  but  he  was  not  satixfied. 
But,  after  the  counter  statement  had  been  hennl. 
he  must  confess  lint  he  had  not  been  carried  away

He  wa.4  pr(*sciit,  why  dul 
not  some  one  call  upon  him  !  He  was  here  lo  re¬ 
affirm  what  he  hid  asserted.  If  there  was  110 
coniiiiittee,  no  furilier  investigatiisi,  the  t'hiirch 
and  the  world  would  declare  that  the  examination 
had  been  stiflf>d.  Since  the  gentleman  from 
Georgia  liad  otfered  hk  resolution,  additional  chnr- 

f[es  had  been  made;  and  the  House  must  have 
ight  upon  them,  b*?fijre  the  only  question  could  be 
determined,  which  was  as  to  the  titnc.ss  of  Hr. 
Hawks  for  a  Bishop. 

Mr.  Ckllins,  of  N.  C.,  next  obtained  tho  tloor, 
fi>r  which  he  said  he  hail  been  striving  ti»r  sumt* 
time.  Dr.  Hawks,  he  regretted,  hod  left  the  lion.-*' 
as  he  was  implicit  *d  in  Eume  remarks  of  a  person¬ 
al  nature,  it  had  been  suggi‘i*t*Hl  in  retereiice  to 
the  comuiitment  of  this  subject,  that  it  shoultl  K ' 
to  the  (^nmittee  on  consecrations.  To  this  h«* 
was  oppa^  on  perEonal  grounds.  He  wa-  » 
member  of  that  committee,  and  it  liad  been  cem- 
municateil  to  him  that  objections  were  mad*'  to  it'* 
constitution  as  partial,  having  too  many  m*Tnb*»r') 
on  it,  who  thought  one  way  on  some  pirticiihf 
subjects.
